Response to Restriction Requirement 

This is in response to the Restriction Requirement issued September 4, 2002, 
in which the Examiner has required restriction between Group I (Claims 1-6), Group II 
(Claims 7-14), Group III (Claim 15-35 and 45-65) and Group IV (Claims 15, 36-44, 45, 
and 66-74). Applicants hereby elect with traverse to prosecute the claims of Group I, 
and expressly reserve the right to file divisional applications or take other such 
appropriate measures to protect the inventions in the remaining claims. No change of 
inventorship is required due to this election of Group I. The Applicants respectfully 
traverse the Restriction Requirement and request reconsideration of the same. 



The Examiner concludes that the inventions of Groups I and ll/lll/IV are related 
as product and process of use. The methods are linked by the use of Rad2/FEN-1 as 
the starting material. Applicants believe the examination of Groups ll-IV will rely 
primarily on the search results of Group I. According to MPEP 803, distinct 
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inventions may be examined together. Therefore Applicants respectfully request the 
rejoinder of Groups I, II, III, and IV. 



unrelated. The Examiner states these inventions have different starting materials. 
Applicants respectfully disagree, as all the methods have Rad2/FEISM as the starting 
material In fact, this is the apparent basis for the Examiner's restriction of Group I 
from Groups ll-IV T "The methods of Group II, III, or IV, are three different methods of 
use of the Group I product." Therefore, Applicants respectfully request the restriction 
between Groups ll-IV be withdrawn. In particular, Applicants request that the 
restriction between Groups (II and IV be withdrawn, as the claims of Group IV are a 
subset of the broad claims 15 and 45 also classified in Group III. Also, the Examiner 
has shown these two Groups (III and IV) to both be classified in the same search 
area, namely Class 800, Subclass 278. The Examiner has not demonstrated the 
need for separate searches for the examination of these two Groups. Groups III and 
IV as disclosed are capable of use together and sufficiently related to be combined. 
The Groups are linked by the use of the same starting material, which will be the 
primary focus of the search. According to MPEP 803, distinct inventions may be 
examined together. Therefore, the Applicants request that restriction between 
Groups IK III and IV in this application be withdrawn. 

Applicants have fully responded to the Restriction Requirement by election of 
Group I with traverse. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawl 
of the restriction.
